Amsterdam, Apr. 5— “America's aid 
is gaining gradually in importance 
with respect to the coining decision”, 
writes Karl Rosner, the war corre­ 
spondent of the Lokal Anzeiger of 
Berlin on the western front. He says: 
“The value of America’s assurance, 
which formerly was confined to sup­ 
plies of all kinds of materials and 
equipment, has grown as the Germans 
have been getting 
their hands free 
in the ca.*t. 
It is of special impor­ 
tance to Germany’s opponents, inas­ 
much as American divisions are ex­ 
pected to replace the 
Russians 
and 
Rumanians. 
“The German chief command, how­ 
ever, possesses fairly full knowledge 
of the numbers and degree of 
effi­ 
ciency of the American forces on the 
continent. 
Adequate .measures have 
been taken, and from the advent of 
the new enemy no turn of w ar’s for­ 
tune, not even any serious obstacle 
in the way of a definite German vie-* 
tory, is apprehended. 
“Interesting information about the 
Americans in F ranee 
has been 
ob­ 
tained from 
French 
prisoners 
cap­ 
tured recently near Tahure. They say 
the American preparations are most 
extensive and the troops are settling 
down as if they intended to remain ( 
for years. 
They 
are laying 
down ■ 
their own railroads and building tele- , 
graph and telephone lines, 
possibly 
with the 
ultimate view 
of doing 
a 
profitable business after the war. 
“French 
prisoners 
describe 
elo­ 
quently the solidly built and comfort­ 
ably 
equipped 
American barracks, 
and make a point that the Americans 
keep pretty much aloof 
from 
their 
French Allies. 
Thus the 
Americans 
remain strangers in the land and the 
French have no real intercourse with 
them.” 


London, Apr. 5—After several days 
of comparative inactivity along 
the 
battlefront in Picardy, bitter fighting 
has been resumed along the western 
sector of the salient in the lines of 
the Entente Allies. 
Attacks by the 
Germans 
against 
the 
British and 
French are admitted to have yielded 
some gains to the invaders in 
the 
critical sectors just to the east of the 
city of Amiens. 
The fighting, according to latest 
reports, has been 
heaviest 
in 
the 
neighborhood af Hamel, where 
the 
British were forced back slightly, and 
in the triangle funned by the Rivers 
Luce and Avre, further to the south, 
where the 
French 
were forced 
to 
give ground. 
Nothing is know’n as to the details 
of the battles in these sectors, but 
the fact that the Germans have been 
in a degree successful would seem to 
indicate that they have succeeded in 
bringing up some of 
their 
heavier 
cannon and new divisions with which 
to continue their attempts to capture 
Amiens. 
Rains Hindered Germans 
Reports from the French and Brit­ 
ish 
fronts 
have 
mentioned 
heavy 
rains, which would mean 
that 
the 
Germans have been working under a 
severe handicap in bringing up guns, 
ammunition and supplies to the front. 
The battlefield over which the Allies 
have retreated was loft in a devastat­ 
ed condition, the roads and bridges 
being mined by the retreating forces. 
The lull in the battle for the last few 
days probably was caused by the in­ 
ability of the Teutons to move their 
heavy supply trains over these roads, 
together with the necessity of re­ 
organizing the 
shattered 
divisions 
which bore the brunt of the fighting 
after they had passed the first field 
of fire af their heavier guns. 
The British, since retaking Ayette, 
south of Arras, have 
not 
resumed 
their offensive operations, so far as 
reported by London, but the German 
official statement says that four a t­ 
tacks by the Entente forces against 
the heights southw est 
of Moreuil 
were repulsed 
with 
heavy 
losses. 
There are no reports of fighting ex­ 
cept outpost encounters 
along 
the 
French lines on the Oise River. 
Bombarding British Lines 
There have been 
heavy 
artillery 
bombardments; cf British positions 
on the Menin road and at Passchen- 
daele, east and north-east of Ypres, 
according to London. 
As yet, how­ 
ever, there is nothing to foreshadow 
an effort by the Germans to attack 
there. 
Confronting them 
are 
well- 
fortified lines and high ground held 
by British, and it is improbable that 
* serious attempt to break through 
will be made in that sector. 
On the French front, before Rheims 
and Verdun, raiding'operations have 
been carnel out by French, which 
have been successful. 
The French 
report very heavy artillery engage­ 
ments north 
Montdidier, a sector 
which has witnessed savage fighting, 
and where the Germans have been 
fo.ied in their efforts to advance to­ 
ward the Paris-Amiens Railroad. 
Nothing has been reported from th© 
Italian front, and it is not likely that 
an attack has been launched there by 
the Austrians, who have gathered an 
enormous army for a possible drive

They Acquire rn Sensitiveness Which 
Causes Great Deal of Unnecessary 
and Unsuspected Unhappiness. 


The suicide of a girl who failed to 
pass a mathematical examination at 
the Girl’s high school is an extreme in- j 
stance of a form of sensitiveness which 
i« very common among school chil­ 
dren aud which causes a great deal of 
wholly unnecessary, and sometimes un- > 
suspected unhappiness, says the Brook- : 
lyn Eagle. 
This poor girl thought that she had 
disgraced her family by her failure, an 
absurd notion which could only find 
h*dgment in a mind not entirely recov- j 
•red from the general unsettling of 
adolescence. At that age the unsettling 
affects both boys and girls, but tile re­ 
sult is more likely to be serious with 
girls because they take less exercise in 
the open air. 
Their nerves are less 
dominated by muscles tired out in 
healthful sport and they have more 
time for introspection—a process which 
is pretty sure to (lf st ort one's view of 
his relations to his surroundings until 
such time us the mind has hardened 
and grown up and experience has 
taught that the world docs not revolve 
around the success or failure of any 
one of us. 
The prevention for this sort of un­ 
happiness is to he found in keeping a 
sharp eye—on no account u sharp 
tongue—on .children when they are be­ 
ginning to study too hard, and to huve 
some diverting relaxation ut hsnd for 
them when the point Is retched at ' 
which study Is no longer productive.
